polymer comprises ABS, an acrylonitrile-styrene-acrylate rubber terpolymer and a 
polymer modifier that decreases the softening of the ABS on contact with styrene - -. 
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Claim 13, line 1, the phrase "polymer modifier" has been changed to the 
word - - polyacrylate - -. 

Claim 22, lines1-2, the phrase "composite further includes a rubber 
modified acrylonitrile-styrene-acrylate rubber terpolymer second layer" has been 
changed to the phrase - - second layer comprises a rubber modified acrylonitrile- 
styrene-acrylate rubber terpolymer - -.

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3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims are 
allowable because art of record does not teach or suggest claimed laminate having 
claimed fourth polyacrylate layer (Claim 1 ) and/or a laminate comprising outer layer of 
acrylic, second layer comprising acrylonitrile-styrene-acrylate rubber terpolymer and 
third layer comprising claimed modified ABS polymer layer. The term "ABS" appearing 
in the allowed claims is interpretated by the Examiner as an abbreviation of 
"acrylonitrile-butadiene-styrene terpolymer".
